‘the heavy Coufeqnences which the Refolutions

* afide all Regard to my. weak State of Health, and

* Swifs, his moft dear and antient Allies, on whofe 
“Fidelity he always entirely rely’d,’ and for whom

* that with more Luftre now than ever:This, Magnifi- 
* cent Lords, Iam order’d to affure you on all Occae 
* fions that may prefent. For my own part, I eare 
* neftly intreat you to believe, that there is nothing 
* I fhall endeavour with more Zeal, than to do you 
* all the good Service I can with the King my Matter.

Schafhuyfen, June 13. The General Diet of the 
Cantons broke up yefterday, after they had pafs'd a 
Refolution to take the Frickdal, Conftance, and the 
Forreft’Towns into their Protection, and to put 1000 
Men into tne Towns on this fide the Lake ; which 
Men the Cantons of Zurick, Bern, and St.Gall, have 
undertaken to furnifh on condition of being paid for 
, and even ro -raife wpa Number if occa- 
be, The French are allow’d to pafs oyer our 
ntiers by 20 Men in a Company, bur the follow 
ing Company is not to come upon our Terrivéries: 
the former is gone off. Thefe Refolutions will 
not be very pleafing to the Marquefs de Puifieux, as 
may be guefs’d by the following Memorial. 


Magnificent Lords, 
- J ave receiv'd the King my Mafter’s Anfwer to. 
«™ the Account I did my felf the Honour to give. 
‘him of the Sentiments which fome of the laudable 
‘ Cantons appear’d to have at the opening of this. 
‘ Affembly. .His Majefty has fignified to me, that: 
‘ he is the more furpriz’d at the Intentions of thofe 
« Cantons, feeing they cannot make a doubt, bur 
‘ that it was purely .at the Inftance of the laudable 
* Swifs Confederacy that his Majefty confented to 
‘ theNeutrality for theFrickdal,Rynfeld,Laufenburg, 
* and Conftance. For,in which of the laudable Can- 
‘tons can a Man be found who is ignorant,.char 
‘ in the former Wars it was in the King my Mafter’s 
‘ Power to have poffefs’d himfelf of thofe Places ; 
‘and that there were more cogent Reafons to in- 
‘ duce him to have done it this War, becaufe his. 
‘ Army could not have had a more commodious. 
_‘ Paffage than through thofe Places to Swabia, nor 
‘ have more eafily kept open a Communication with 
* the Rhine? 
‘ His Majefty commandssme to tell you, That 
‘ you may well perceive from the Orders he gave . 
‘to his Generals, how miuch he tenders your 
* Quiet : The Marthal de Villars chofe to divide his 
‘ Army, to the end that one Part of his Troops 
‘ might fecure the Paffage of his Officers.and Bag- 
* gage from your Frentiersto the Danube, rather . 
‘ than by making himfelf Mafter of a Poft os » 
* Lake 
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+ Lake of Conftance, (which might have been of 
* great Ufe to him,) to give you the leaft Uneafinefs, 
"© Mean time, Magnificent Lords, how great Con- 
* fideration and uncommon Regard foever his Ma- 
« jefty has had for the laudable Swifs Confederacy, 

® ic has not been fufficient to prevail with you to 
* give entire Credit to the Uprightnefs of the King 
« my Mafter’s Defigns: As appears by fome of the 
* €antons fending their Troops into the Places on 
‘ the other fide of the Lake of Conftance, with de- 
* fign ro obftruct the Progrets of his Majefty’s Arms; 
‘ though they cannot be fuppos'd to have had any 
¢ Ocher thoughts, than that it would have been very 
* difficult for them to keep him out of any Poft on 
* the Lake, had he undertaken to poffefs himfelf 
* of one. a 

At length, Magnificent Lords, the King’s Army 
* is drawh off from your Frontiers, fo that thofe who 
* were under imaginary Fears of being hem’d in by 
‘ France, may be at reft, both now and for the Fu- 


‘ture. I fay for the Future, his Majefty having 


* commanded me to affure your Lordthips on his 
* part, That in cafe he finds himfelf oblig’d, for fe- 
‘ curing the Communication of his Letters with 
* Swabia, to poffefs himlfelf of one of the Places on 
« the Frontiers, he will not only defire the laudable 
‘ Cantons to put a Swifs Gatrifon into it, bur will 
* mainrain the Soldiers they fhall furnith for that 
* Service at his own Charge, provided they will pro- 
‘ mife to keep that Place in a perfect Neutrality,and 
‘that it hall only be employ’d for maintaining a 
‘ Free Communication of Lewers, and for a Paffage 
‘ for the Officers to and from the Army of the Mar- 
* thal de Villars. 

‘ Could a plainer Demonftration of Friendthip be 
* given to Swifs Confederated Cantons, 
‘ than what hisMajefty offers on thisOccafionPMake 


_* what ule of it you pleafe, Magnificent Lords, for I 


*. will not conceal from you, that one way or other 
‘ the King will keep open a Communication with 
‘his Army.. If you fhall comply with the Propofal 
‘ made to you by the Marfhal de Villars, his Ma- 
* jefty will be well fatisfied. But if you cannot pre- 


‘ vail with the Emperor and Empire to agree to it, P 


‘ He will endeavour by other Means to fecure fome 
* Poft, on condition however to put it into your 
: hands,for you to keep it in the manner before men- 

tion’d. 

* I make fure Account, that there is not a Man in 
* Switzerland who does not obferve withSatisfaction, 
* that his Maj-fty lecs no Opportunity efcape him of 
* giving firm and fincere Proofs of his Efteem and 
‘ Friendthip for the Laudable Swifs Confederates. 
* And, I cannot doubt but you will fhew a Mutmal 
* Regard for his Majefty, ar leaft I can affure you he 
‘expects it. Toconciude, Magnificent Lords, I be- 
* feech you to take this Memorial into your Prudent’ 
* Confidcration, for fuch Propofals dclerve it, the ra- 
* ther, for that I am fully fatisfied, that a good Un- 
* derftanding between his Majefty and the Laudable 
* Swifs Confederacy cannot but be very Beneficial 
“as weil as Neceffary to the Laudable Cantons.
